If all candidates 
return papers, Wilmington is 
likely to see a much more 
lively election than in recent 
years when candidates were 
hard to find.

WILMINGTON - Theatrical 
production was a popular 
activity in Wilmington, about 
1880. The Wilmington 
Dramatic Club staged plays 
at the Town Hall, and later at 
Ames Hall, in the Square - the 


- intersection of Routes 38 and 


62. 

There is no known historical 
record of the club, per se. 
However, three playbills from 
1879 and 1880 were found 
among the papers of the late 
Mildred Neilson. 

Two of the plays were from 
the company of George M. 
Baker in Boston, Among the 
Breakers and Above the 
Clouds. 

Henry A. Mason was the 
manager of the club. The 
easts of the productions 
included several members of 
the Eames and Carter fami- 
lies. Another participant was 
James E. Kelley, the Town 
Clerk. 

On February 7 and 8, 1879, 
the club presented Above the 
Clouds, about a crazy hermit,

Senator Tarr’s statement 
on UI rate freeze 


BOSTON - Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr has 
released the following state- 
ment regarding the Senate 
vote on Senate Bill No. 8, a 
proposal to freeze the unem- 
ployment insurance rate for 
Massachusetts’ employers: 

“By taking action today and 
freezing the rate schedule, we 
are effectively reducing the 
average premium increase 
for employers from a devas- 
tating 40 percent to a more 
manageable 10 percent, while 
saving them an average of 
$193 per employee. The 
Senate’s decision to take up 
this matter now reflects the 
sense of urgency that we all 
feel in trying to provide 
immediate financial relief to 
the state’s small businesses. 
The money that will thus 
remain in the private sector 
will pay lasting dividends by 
spurring economic growth 


and recovery from the reces- 
sion. 3 
“I want to be clear, howev- 
er, that the Senate 
Republican Caucus’ support 
of this rate freeze is by no 
means an indication that we 
are satisfied with continuing 
with the status quo. On the 
contrary, we see today’s vote 
as nothing more than a stop- 
gap, band-aid approach to-a 
much bigger problem that 
will require substantial 
reforms if we hope to achieve 
true and lasting long-termtn 
relief for the businesses We 
rely on to create jobs ard 
drive the state’s economy. We 
look forward to a vigorous 
debate on these reform pro- 
posals as the new legislative 
session unfolds, and we will 
do everything in our power fo 
ensure that this debate takes

Ames Hall, at the corner of 
Church and Main streets in 
the Square, was owned by 
Joseph Newton Ames. It was 
an upstairs hall, over 
Hudson’s Store, and was used 
for many events. The 
Wilmington Methodist 
Church held services there 
prior to building a church. 
Ames Hall burned in 1903 in‘a 
blaze that started in Schamiel 
Macintosh’s blacksmith shop.

Minicomputers made it possi- 
ble for companies to buy 
them for individual use, 
greatly increasing efficiency 
and production. Thanks 
largely to Mr. Olsen’s ingenu- 
ity, the minicomputer helped 
to spur the “Massachusetts 
Miracle’—a period of eco- 
nomic growth in the state 
based around high-technolo- 
gy companies in the 1980s. 
The minicomputer and 
Digital put Massachusetts on 
the map for high-tech innova- 
tion. 

Those who have reported on 
Mr. Olsen’s passing over the 
past week have profiled a 
man Fortune Magazine once 
called, “the most successful

entrepreneur in the history of 
American business.” Thanks 
to his leadership, Digital has 
been called the Google or 
Apple of its day. But Olsen 
was more than the prototypi- 
cal entrepreneur for which he 
is rightfully remembered.

cases, de Quervain's tendini- 
tis responds well to conserv- 
ative, non-surgical treat- 
ments. 

Non-invasive treatments 
often can resolve simple 
cases, especially if caught 
early; utilizing bracing to 
restrict movement, as well as 
"cold" laser treatments, and 
avoidance of activities that 
exacerbate the pain and 
swelling. I typically recom- 
mend applying a natural, 
homeopathic anti-inflamma- 
tory cream or oral boswellia; 
or for those who prefer a 
more 
approach, conventional 
NSAIDS such as aspirin or 
ibuprofen may also provide 
some relief. Acupuncture 
has been proven to help the 
pain and inflammation in 
repetitive stress injuries. As 
the hand heals, exercises for 
stretching and strengthening 
the area are important to a 
full recovery. Typical heal- 
ing times for those who 
adhere to recommendations 
range from three to six 
weeks. Cases that utilize 
cold laser tend to respond 
more quickly and mend 
faster than those without it. 

In some cases more inva- 
sive, non-surgical treatments 
may include corticosteroid 
injections into the tendon to 
reduce pain and swelling 
that are associated with the 
condition. 

In cases where conserva- 
tive treatments do not 
improve the condition, 
surgery may be recommend- 
ed.

‘humans have placed them- 
“selves in the natural world - 
chow they’ve acted, how 
“they’ve theorized what nature 
is. 


How long have you been 
teaching your course on the 
history of food? 

I designed the course and 
taught it last spring; and will 
teach it again in the spring of 
2012. I’m on sabbatical now, 
finishing a book on around- 
the-world travel, a cultural 
phenomenon that has a 500- 
year history of human 
engagement with the planet. 

How did the class come 
about? 

Harvard recently 
redesigned its distribution 
requirements in order to cre- 
ate a new Program in 
General Education, and one 
of the new course categories 
is The United States in the 
World. I was interested in 
food history - a global context 
is fantastic for the history of 
food; for example, you can 
look at how American food 
has been transferred over- 
seas via fast food chains. So 
in the spring of 2009, I taught 
a graduate seminar on the 
history of food—the Harvard 
Graduate School had encour- 
aged faculty members to 
offer such classes so that 
grad students could - help 
‘them design new courses. The 
undergraduate course grew 
out of this. 

What types of students take 
the course? 

It’s an undergraduate 
course and had an enrollment 
of 190 students last spring. I 
had every kind of student:

auditing the class; and with 
every interest including art 
history and some sciences. 
The students came with dif- 
ferent bodies of knowledge, 
whether it was an awareness 
of contemporary nutrition, or 
foodies who enjoy cooking. 
Some students had worked in 
farmers markets, and some 
were students who were 
aware of current debates on 
agriculture, the environment, 
health, and obesity. 

What do you have the stu- 
dents read? 

Every week, readings were 
divided into “Raw” and 
“Cooked. Raw readings were 
primary sources, for example 
contemporary cookbooks, 
19th century menus, even a 
D.W. Griffith movie on wheat 
as a commodity (at the time 
a controversial idea), Upton 
Sinclair’s “The Jungle.” 
Cooked readings were analy- 
ses by historians, anthropolo- 
gists, and economists. i 

For their final paper, , stu- 
dents had to do an historical 
analysis of two brief read- 
ings: the introduction to 


‘ Michael Pollan’s “In Defense 


of Food” and a _ United 
Nations statement on how to 
feed the world in 2050. The 
Pollan excerpt essentially 
said “Eat like your grand- 
ma,” while the UN state- 
ment’s bottom line was 
“We’re running out of food.” 

What will be the focus of 
your talk at the library? 

It will be a look at the histo- 
ry of American food in three 
phases: hunger and lack of 
food, an assurance of plenty, 
and a question for our future:

candidate for School 
Committee, proposes a 


Senior Citizen Tax break in 
the event voters approve the 
construction of a new high 
school. He suggests that 
those seniors between 65 and 
80 years old, with at least 10 
years residency in 
Wilmington, receive a 75 per- 
cent reduction on the “pro- 
posed new increase of taxa- 
tion...” Seniors 80 years and 
older would not pay any new 
school construction related 
taxes according to the pro- 
posal. Income guidelines 
were not included in the arti- 
cle. Currently, a vote on the 
high school construction has 
not been scheduled for Town 
Meeting this spring. 

Mark Nelson, currently a 
candidate for Selectman, 
once again proposes an effort 
to update the official map of 
the town of Wilmington, last 
done in 1973. Nelson attempt- 
ed to bring the same article 
forward last year but was 
rejected for lack of certified 
signatures, as one was deter- 
mined by the Town Clerk to 
be illegible. According to 
Nelson the current map is 
missing over 250 streets. 

Nelson also proposes a dis- 
abled veterans tax work-off 
program, which would 
include the appropriation of 
$10,000 for the purpose of pro- 
viding disabled veterans 
work opportunities in town 
offices in exchange for a 
reduction in property tax. 

Nelson submitted a third 
warrant article seeking to 
limit all elected officers to 
two consecutive terms.

WILMINGTON - The Fred F. 
Cain Bridge on Richmond 
Street was the scene of a hair- 
raising accident on Tuesday 
afternoon when a Cadillac 
SUV launched off of a snow 
bank and over the guardrail 
down to the train tracks some 
25-feet below. 

Kelly McDermott, 48, of 
Wilmington, was traveling 
east on Route 129 at approxi- 
mately 12:45 p.m. when she 
lost control of her vehicle and 
careened off of one snow 
bank before crossing over to 
the other side of the street 
- and going up and over the 

‘frozen snow bank and off of 
the bridge. Her vehicle, very 
likely having flipped once on 
the way down, landed on its 
wheels right next to the 
MBTA commuter train tracks. 

Police and fire responded to 
the scene and detoured traffic 
away from the bridge for 
more than an hour as rescue

efforts and vehicle recovery 
were underway. According to 
witnesses at the scene, a train 
had been approaching from 
the direction of the 
Wilmington Center MBTA 
Train Station, .but was 
stopped well before the acci- 
dent. According to Deputy 
Fire Chief Edmund Corcoran, 
MBTA train traffic was 
stopped and re-routed, and 
never presented a danger. 
McDermott was conscious 
and appeared coherent as 
emergency personnel placed 
her on a _ stretcher. 
Wilmington’s new tower truck 
was brought to the scene with 
the intention of lifting the 
stretcher up to the bridge, but 
that plan was abandoned due 
to high wind conditions. 
Instead, emergency personnel 
walked the stretcher south on 
the tracks a couple of hun- 
dred yards to where the slope

She was 
discharged later that evening. 

A heavy-duty boom truck 
was brought to the scene and 
lifted the SUV up to the 
bridge and onto a flatbed tow 
truck. 

According to Wilmington 
Police Lt. Joseph Desmond, 
McDermott was cited for fail- 
ing to stay within marked 
lanes of travel. 

“It was very lucky,”

They work tirelessly on the 
fields, courts and tracks 
year after year. Both are 

-exceptionally gifted athletes 
_and always of great value to 
every team they’re a part of. 
Lucky for Tewksbury 
Memorial High School 
seniors Ally Greene and 
Lizzie Marchand, their 
sports careers began after 
the passing of Title IX. No 
sone ever told them they 
-couldn’t play because they 
-were girls. 

And they never thought 
twice about it. Not until last 
Friday, February 4, when 
‘both female athletes were 
- chosen to participate in the 
celebration of National Girls 
and Women in Sports Day at 
Faneuil Hall in Boston. 

The ceremony, which is 
sponsored by New Agenda 
Northeast and the 
Massachusetts 
Interscholastic _ Athletic 
Association, is held annually 
‘to honor female athletes in 
the Commonwealth, and 
their ability to have equal 
participation rights in 
nighed 

-Marchand and Greene, 
along with scores of their 
fellow athletes from various 
Massachusetts towns, lis- 
tened to a number of differ- 
ent speakers throughout the 
day, including keynote 
speaker, Kristen Holmes- 
Winn, who is the head field 
hockey coach at Princeton 
University. 

The speakers discussed 
ways their participation in 
sports as females has helped 
them in life, and essay con- 
test winners shared stories 
of their own experiences. 
The athletes said it really 
made them think, and 
changed their appreciation 
for being able to play orga- 
nized sports. 

“T’ve greek been kind of 
grateful for it, but it was cool 
to see older women who had 
been there when Title IX 


just passed. And some of 
them said stuff like, ‘I was 
on the first girls’ basketball 
team for my high school’ 
And it was weird to imagine 
there not being a girls’ bas- 
ketball team,” said 
Marchand. 

But both Marchand and 
Greene shared one story that 
they said was particularly 


inspiring. 

“The girl that [spoke] first 
had a pretty amazing story. 
Everyone was crying, it was 
pretty inspirational,” Greene 
described. 

This speaker they talked 
about had won an essay con- 
test. She told of how she had 
lived in a part of Africa that 
was involved in a civil war, 
and her brother was taken 
away to fight. She, her moth- 
er and her sister all moved 
to America, which gave her 
the opportunity to partici- 
pate in sports, even though 
she was female. Running 
track was her way of escap- 
ing her troubles, and it was 
the only time she really felt 
free. She talked about how 
she hopes to become a pro- 
fessional in the sport, so that 
some day she’d be able to go 
back to Africa and find her 
brother. 

“(The speaker] was talking 
about how a lot of 
Americans are unapprecia- 
tive of what we have and we 
take for granted a lot of 
things. When she was over in 
Africa she couldn’t do a lot. 
It really does just show you 
how [sports can be] just as 
important to us as [they are] 
to guys. It did like shine a 
new light on it,” said Greene. 

“It definitely made me. 
have a bigger realization for 
the fact that we can [play 
sports]. We take it for grant- 
ed and we forget that at one 
point, we weren’t able to,” 
added Marchand. 

Marchand also said she 
really enjoyed the keynote 
speaker, who talked a lot 
about never giving up. A les- 
son Marchand learned first- 
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Ally Greene and Lizzie Marchand represent TMHS 
at National Girls and Women in Sports Day 


hand when she suffered 
through a broken leg this 
past fall that will continue to 
sideline her from sports until 
this April. 

“The keynote speaker was 
great. She just kind of told 
us about her story and her 
struggles with sports grow- 
ing up and how they helped 
her. It was just very interest- 
ing. [I learned] just to never 
give up,” Marchand said. 

Marchand and Greene, 
among the other athletes, 
were chosen to represent 
their school at the ceremony 
because they are positive, 
contributing members of 
both their sports teams and 
their school. . 

Marchand shared that 
TMHS athletic director, 
Brian Hickey, said that the 
ceremony would be great for 
her to go to, considering 


everything she went through 
with her injury this school 


year. 

But aside from that, both 
girls are extremely accom- 
plished athletes. 

Greene is a three season 
athlete who plays field hock- 
ey, runs indoor track, and 
plays softball for TMHS. She 
earned all-star and all-con- 
ference honors in field hock- 
ey, was a two-time all-con- 
ference and also all-scholas- 
tic runner in track, and was 
a two-time all-star in soft- 
ball. She is also captain of 
the field hockey team, and 
will be a captain of the soft- 
ball team this spring. 

Marchand is also a three 
season athlete at TMHS. She 
plays soccer and basketball, 
and runs track in the spring. 
She was a captain of both 
the soccer and basketball 
teams this year, and earned 
all-star honors in soccer this 
fall, before ending her sea- 
son with the injury. She is a 
two-time all-star in outdoor 
track as well.

Adam Sandler’s lastest 
comedy is painful to watch, 
but the chemistry between 
him and co-star Jennifer 


Aniston is enjoyable. 
In “Just Go With It” 
Sandler plays Danny 


Maccabee, a Hollywood plas- 
tic surgeon who, while unmar- 
ried, has hit the town for years 
trying to meet women while 
wearing a fake wedding ring. 
That, combined with a ‘poor 
me’ tale about an abusive 
(and non-existent wife), fre- 
quently secures all the one- 
night stands he could ever 
want. 

But when he falls for 20- 
something Palmer (Sports 
Illustrated swimsuit model 
Brooklyn Decker), he is in a 
pickle - she wants to meet the 
wife that he says he’s divore- 


So he convinces his office 
assistant Katherine (Jennifer 
Aniston) into playing the part 
of his high-maintenance 
spouse. Before long the lie has 
expanded, and Katherine’s 
two children (Bailee Madison, 
Griffin Gluck) are brought 
into the equation to play their 
children. 

The tension builds as 
Danny: and Katherine must 
keep inventing lies about their 
fake marriage. It could have 
been funny - maybe. 

The most surprising thing 
about the movie is the chem- 


istry between Sandler and 
Aniston. It’s great, the best 
onscreen pairing Aniston has 
been involved with in years. 
They hardly have to work at 
creating a relationship 
between the characters, that 
puts both actors’ best qualities 
on display. Sandler is very 
good at playing the straight 
man, and Aniston is very lik- 
able here, pimping Danny 
with various faults in front of 
Palmer but at the same time 
careful to help him out any 
way she can.

* Pay careful attention to 
which types of shoes are worn 
on the floors. High heels or 
cleats can damage the wood. 
Removing shoes prior to walk- 
ing on the floor is a safer bet. 


* Choose the right type of 
cleaner for the floor. Do not 
assume just because a partic- 
ular cleaner is adequate for 
wood cabinetry or furniture 
that it is also fine for wood 
flooring. Check the label. 


* Use area rugs and carpet 


runners on areas of the floor 
that tend to be high-traffic 
areas. This will prevent these 
areas from being worn down 
unevenly from other areas of 
the floor. 


* Do not allow water or 
other liquids to stand on the 
floor for a long duration. This 
can cause degradation of the 
wood and staining.
